AN ACT to amend 565.01 (4f) of the statutes; relating to: defining “multijurisdictional” for the purposes of the lot-

tery.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in

senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1.  565.01 (4f) of the statutes is amended to

read:

565.01 (4f)  “Multijurisdictional” means pertaining

to another state of the United States of America, the Dis-

trict of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico or

any territory or possession of the United States of

America or, the government of Canada or any province

thereof, or any other country or nation.
